The Proprietors in tendering their new Catalogue with reduced prices, desire to 
state that their Fruit and Ornamental Tregs, &c. are near y all of /arge size and 
vigorous growth. ‘lhe establishment contains at the present period more than a 
million of Trees and Plants, and the Proprietors are willing to enter into liberal 
arrangements, both as to prices ad credit, with a‘} such persons as desire large quan- 
tities of Trees, &c. and to tho e proprietors of Nurseries who wish to extend their 
collections, and such other persons as may wish to es ablish new Nurseries, they 
will make liber -] viscounts from the usual prices. Any persons who are desirous to 
act ws Agents in towis where no agency at present exists, will please communicate 
their views in regard thereto. 

The fruit trees in the catalogue are either grafted or inoculated, and are propagated 
from such European and American kinds as have acquired a well merited celebrity, 
the whole collection of whieh las recently undergone a most careful revision, and 
the selections have been made with great care and attention. Every precaution is 
taken which is necessary to preserve the different varieties completely distinct, and 
all the Peach and other trees are perfectly healthy, and free from disease. Many 
persons, however, are apt to purcha-e trees without regard to any point but their 
cheapness, and not untrequently, after the toll and exper se of years, fird them, when 
they arrive at bearing, a! solutely worthless. Others who regard the price only, pay 
no attention to the size and vigor of the trees, and conse quently sacnfice many years 
uselessly before their orchards come into bearing. The strongest proofs the Proprie- 
tors can give the public of their anxiety to guard against miscc nception are the pre- 
cise descrip!ious contained in the Trea‘ises recently published, aid other works of a 
similar character, in which they are now engaged; the result of which will be, 
that any person, however ignorant on the subject, cannot fail to know if he has been 
deceived. 

In regard to the identity of the various kinds of fruit, the Prcprietors do not pre- 
tend to a perfect infa libi ity, but they do constantly aim at t! at point, and therefore 
if an inadvertent error occasionally arise, it is because their unwearied scrutiny has 
not been able to gua'd against it. 

One great advantag possessed by the trees sent from this establishment, is their 
pari-ular hardi!cod From the proximity of the nurseries to :he ocean on one side, 
and to the East River on the other, with a free and open ex: csure to ali winds, ac- 
companied by the particular advantage of beng so far north as to acclimatize the 
trees to any still more northern section cf our couniry, they acquire a degree of har- 
dihood which renders them extremely eligit le for colder latitudes, and te support the 
rigor of less favored regions, and trees thus hardeved by nature are also found to 
succe d best in our southern s'ates. It is doubtless tu these cau-es that is to be at- 
tnbuted the general success which has attended the trees sert frcm this establish- 
ment, «ven when transmitted to Nova Scotia, the Cana'as, &c. and the winter of 
1831-2 incontestably proved their superior hardihood, they having withstocd the seve- 
rity of that season uninjured, while imniense numbers of trees elsewhere in the middle 
and in the eastern states, were destroyed thereby. 

S; ecimen trees of every variety of fruit comprised in this catalegue, are now stand- 
ing In the exp: rimental orchards of the establis! ment, and all the kinds are ready for 
gale. The stuck of some cf the newest sorts, however, is limited, and the trees, in 
con-equence of their recent introductiun are of Jess size. Many other varieties will 
be a nou ecd hereafter in a Supplementary Catalogue, additional time being neces- 
sary as well for their propagation, as for Jusicious vestigations. New fruits are not 
added to the coll: ction, merely, because iheir names differ, but a selection is made of 
those on y, which merit and have received the encomiums of persons acquainted with 
the subject. 

A large number of the apples are the same as cescribed hy Mr. Coxe, and the 
Yreatise on Fruits or Pomological Manual, contains descriptions of near 800 va- 
rietics of the diflesent fruits. 

I: seems almost superflvous to remark, thet the trees and plants in this catalouge 
no part ulerly designated as tender, are hardy. 

Every tre when sent forth from the garden, is duly labelled; and from fifteen to 
thirty trces are usually packed in each matted bundle, and where boxes are preferable, 
from 50 to 100 Trees and Shrvbs can he packed in each. 

Where trees are requested for exportation, they are carefully packed in matts, 
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_ boxes, or casks, so as to be sent to Europe, the West Indies, or any part of America, 
| with perfect safety for which a reasonable charge is made. 

Ail packages of trees are del vered at Fulton-market wharf, New-York, by water, 
free of freyght; avd, when desired by persons at a distance, they will be shipped to 
any port they may esignate, and agreements bave becn made with the lines ot pack- 
ets to Boston, Baltimore, Washington, Richmond, Charleston, Savannah, &e. to 
- take bunoles of trees at very moderate freights. If desired 10 be transmitted to Phila- 
- delphia, they can be sent there by Ue trav. sportation line in one day, and the canals 

now forming in every section of the country, present cheap and easy m: des of con- 

yeyanee. No eare is wanting on the part of the proprietors to give such cirections 
as may cause them to «rrive safely; but it is 10 be expressly understood, that after 
_ being thus delivered or shipped at New-York, they are wholly at the risk of the 
person Ae ordered them. insurance against loss by sea will be effected whenever 
request d. ° 

To such persons as desire fruit trees, &c., and dre not themselves acquainted with 
the qualities of the different k nds, it is recommended that they speeify in their orders 
the ni miber of trees wanted of each species of fruit, and leave the selections to the 
| proprietors. who w!!] make it according to the views and iastes of the applicants; 
and in such cases they may rely that those only wi'l be sent wh ch are of the most 
approved kinds; ard, when desired, those that will ripen in succes-ion, and larger 
| trees can generally be selected in such cases. They can, however, if the party pre- 
fer it, obtain all the necessary information by referrine to‘he * Treatise cn Fruits.” &c. 

It is also well, where the orders ere small, to unite those of several ncighbors in 
one, which will both abridge the trouble of execution and the expense of packing and 
transportation; and, as each tree is labelled, it can caure no contusion. 

Persors who may wish to make selections of fruits of Anverican crigin, will find 
them yerticularly ‘estg ated. Ht sometimes occws that the demands for | ar icular 
kinds of fruit trees are so much greater than anticipated, thet it rei ders those kinds 
for the moment comparatively scarce, cxce;t such as are of small size. In these 
cases, in order to prevent any delay, it wculd be well that the orders should authorize, 
that such kirds may be replaced by others of equal quality, which trust will be execu- 
ted in a manner worthy cf the confidence repesed. : 

American Indigerous Trees, Shrubs, and Plants, or their seeds, suitable for sending 
to Eur: pe, will be supplied in assortments, from five to one thousand dollars or more, 
as enumerated in Catalogue No. 4. 

The proper season for transplanting trees, are the months of October, November, 
and December, in autumn; and March and Aprilin the spring. Fcr bulbous flower 
roots, the best season is from July to November inclusive. Greenhouse plants can be 
forwarded with safety at any season, except the winter mon‘hs, and even then if the 
conveyance is whol!y by weter. In addition to these, Scicns of Fruit Trees, Grapes, 
Vines, &c., can be transmitted from October to April. ot d 

Many persons are prevented from ordering trees, from a supposition that they will 
not bear distant trensportation. an idea so extremely errone: ts, that it ought to be 
exploded; the prcprietors are in the constant habit of sending trees, a1 d even the most 
delicate plants, to the remotest part of the Union with success, and they annually 
transmit large quantities to the different cities of Furope, where in sc me cases they 
have frem 300 to 500 miles land carriage, after crossing the A‘lantic. Persons send- 
ing orders, will please to state the extent of land and water carriage, and the articles 
vill be packed accordingly. Precise directions should be given how the packages 
are to be marked. and by what route or conveyance they are to be firwarded, &c. 

The packages wil] be forwarded by such route as shall be designated, and where the 
option is left to us, we will edopt swch mode cf transmissicn as shall be most econom- 
ical ard safe. During the wimer, when the northern risers and canals aro f ozen, all 
packages destired fo: the Western States can be sent by the way of New Orleans, or 
yia Philadelphia or Baltimore, to Pittsburgh or Wheeling. 

All catalogues may he obtained giatis by application direct tous. All orders for 
Fruit and Crnamental Trees, Greer-house Plants, Bu bous Flowers, Dabhlias, or 
Seeds, must be sent, post paid, direct to us, or through a regularly authorized agent. 
Every invoice transmitted by us will have a printed heading and ovr signature, to 
prove it genuine, and we assume noresponsibility whatever, where such an invoice 
cannot te produced. We mertion tl ese cautions for good and conclusive reasons, 
knowimg that we have been injured by deceptions, and we most particularly enjoin 
their strict observance on purchasers. 

_ As many persons in the Union act as agents for different nursery establishments, 
itis particularly requested, that where orders are intended for us, it be plainly speci- 
fied, but no person is to be considered as our Agent, unless he can produce written 
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proof of the fact. It is expected that persons with whom no acquaintance exists, wil] 
in forwarding orders otherwise than through an agent, designate some person in New- 
York who will be responsible for the payment, or tender a suitable reference, and a 
discount will always be allowed when cash or a draft at ninety days or less, on some 
city, 1s sent with the order. It is requested that those who, in sending orders, men- 
tion only the numbers by which the trees, &c., are enumerated in the catalogue, 
should be particular to state the editon from which they make their selections, as there 
are some humerical variatior.s in the different editions. All letters requiring informa- 
tion will be promptly replied to, and the proprietors prefer that applications be made 
to them direct on every subject. 

The postage of a letteris a trifling thing, but to one who receives a great number 
it becomes burdensome ; persons are therefore desired to send their letters post paid.
